HE hurt feelings of Leo Ditrich- 

stein over the failure here of 

“The Judge of Zalamea” are 

put into print, now that he is 
eafely in New York. 

We are a scurvy lot, it seems, hav- 
ing no knowledge whatever of Span- 
Ish literature and no appreciation of 
anything that demands the exercise 
of the imaginative faculty. 

Here was a seventeenth century class- 
yc Says he, composed by the Shakespeare 
of Spain, viewed by Chicago ignora- 
muses through their twentieth century 
spectacies! Full of such inspiring 
imaginative detail as hanging an actor 
in full sight of the audience, the piay 
was scorned because we lacked educa- 
tion in dramatic literature. “All the 
research for historical accuracy, all 
the atmosphere of the period, all the 
labor devoted to the reflection of a 
world’s masterpiece, to say nothing of 
the efforts of the players and the en- 
terprise of the producers, were lost be- 
cause of the lack of a standard by 
which to measure dramatic accomplish- 
ment, and the absence of that mental 
reciprocity #0 necessary between player 
and auditor when a character or pic- 
ture beyond the pale (sic) of our to- 
day is represented.” 

—~o- 

Such wailing as this is singularly 
unintelligent, even for Mr. Ditrich- 
stein. He ought te know that a classic 
renews itself and is contemporary with 
all the ages, and that we were right in 
looking at “The Judge of Zalamea” 
through twentieth century spectacles. 
That we found it so much dramatic 
junk, battered by transiators and 
adapters until it was but little better 
than the original was not due to our 
lack of knowledge. Rather, it was be- 
cause we did not, like Mr. Ditrichstein, 
confuse knowledge with information. 
Names and dates to many pupils of 
the drama, ineluding Mr. Ditrichstein, 
are of more importance than taste or 
perception, thought or experience. 
Among this community's meager ex- 
hibitions of intelligence in the theater 
is its ermphatic rejection of the Calde- 
ron cadaver as neither art nor amuse- 
ment. 

In hig heart Mr. Ditrichstein must 
suspect this, because, though bound 
for more enlightened centers, in the 
east, he leaves the world’s masterpiece 
behind. 

~~. 

Among the several humiliations of 
a critic’s lot is his inability to advise 
satisfactorily hig acquaintances ag to 
their playgoing. Owning the specious 
reputation of experience in such mat- 
ters, clairvoyant powers are frequently 
attributed to him, and he is expected 
to know what play will please his in- 
quirers. “Is Bva Tanguay good?” 
they will ask, naively, if Miss Tanguay 
ig in town, though what they wish to 
know is “ Will I like Eva Tanguay?” 
They might just as well ask the cook 
if tripe is good, tripe being good only 
to those who care for it. 

Imagine the perplexing possibilities 
of such an interrogation as “ What is 
the best show in town?” Especially 
when you recall having seen Willie 
Ritchie, the pugilist, enraptured at a 
performance of “ Androcies and the

Lion,” and having caught your most 
Ischolarly friend, a man of faultless 


taste in hooks, enjoying at the Colum- 
bia an exhibition by VJean Bedini's 
Puss-Puss Girls. If you are cautious 
you evade and equivocate, and are set 
down as of not much account as a 
dramatic critic, 

However, there has been discovered 
a scheme which works pretty well in 
counsel as to “ A Successful Calamity.” 
Asked if that comedy is good you say 
at once, “ Do you like ‘The Man Who 
Came Back'?” Informed that your 
applicant for guidance regards “ The 
Man Who Came Back” as good, you 
then reply, “ You will not like ‘A Suc- 
cessful Calamity.’”

With several other readers of THE 
TRIBUNE I wish to dissent (a little) from 
THe TrRipune’s recent animadversions 
upon Mr. Gillette’s acting in “A Sue- 
cessful Calamity.” His histrionic wares 
are known and staple, a trade-marked 
product that does not vary. When the- 
atergoers buy Mr. Gillette they want 
the Gillette of “Secret Service” and 
“Sherleck Holmes,” with all the stri- 
dent tensity and furtiveness of man- 
ner and the reticent exaggerations 
that the nhme implies. Te be honest 
is better than to be artistic, he suyus- 
pects, and so he sacrifices his esthetic 
inclination to commercial probity.

Giving Themselves to National Service 
In stromg cbfitrast to this parasitical class are the thousands—even mil- 
lions—of splendid women all over this vast country of ours whe are giving 
themselves, body and soul, to national service. They have come forth from 
every walk of life at the country’s call. The registrars at the recent regis- 
tration of the woman power of the state heard many strange and moving 
stories from the unknown women who came to write their names on the 
great roll call. And how they did pour in! The country districts outdid 
Chicago. a | 
Here our nearly 80,000 volunteer registrars recorded well over 100,000 
3 women capable of work for the country in some one of the 167 classifications, 
but reports from the town and county registrars make even better showiags. 
Mrs. Daniels of Greenville, Bond county, announces a registration of 90 per 
cent of the women of that county. Mrs. Smoots of Petersburg says that her 
returns are not yet all in, but she expects a 100 per cent registration there. 
Patriotism burns nowhere more brightly than in the hearts of the women 
who earn their own livings. Great numbers of these offer their services, free 
of charge, to the government, to the Red Cross, and to other war relief 
societies. The Red Cross has to keep open evenings and Saturday after- 
noons to give these workers their turn in making hospital supplies and other 


needed articles. Fhe American Fund for French Wounded also has to arrange - 


for evening workers, who, after spending all day at office desks, or over type- 
writers, or standing behind counters, are still eager to “do their bit” for the 
needy in France.

Six ways to conserve sugar have 
been printed by the conservation de 
partment of the woman’s committee, 
and have received the enthusiastic in- 
dorsement of Harry A. Wheeler, who 
is going to keep copies of the methods 
in his office for distribution, Here 
they are: 

“The oversweetening of beverages 
is a needless use of sugar, and it is 
often found undissolved in the bottom 
of the cup: One cube or one teaspoon 
of sugar should be sufficient for tea or 
coffee. : ; 

“Use more fruits, both fresh and 
dried, in the place of sweet puddings 
and substitute salads for desserts. 

“Do not use sugar on cereals, but 


try serving dates, figs, and raisins with 


them. 

''“Do not frost cakes; this is an un- 
necessary use of sugar. Give prefer- 
ence to cakes which may be sweetened 
by molasses and sirup. 

“Confectionery made of granulated 
sugar should not be used at this crit- 
ical time. Use glucose, corn sirup, and 
maple sugar in home made candies.

Woman’s AidBusy 
in Many Branches 
of Civic Service 


HE work of the Chicago Woman’s 
Aid for this season really began 
last spring. At that time, in order 
to centralize the war work of the 

organization, a committee on woman's 

service was appointed in addition to 
the regular committees of the club. 

The first activity of this new group 

was the creation of a Red Cross auxill- 
ary, which has since become independ-. 
ent and is doing record breaking work. 
Since June 15 it has turned in 5,270 
completed articles, contributed $1,550 
to the Red Cross, and conducted a so- 
cial service branch with twelve mem 
bers working as volunteers in the home 
service department of the Red Cross. 

The woman's service committee has 
made a practice of delegating all war 
work to already existing committees 
wherever possible. So far it has un- 
dertaken only two distinct pieces of 
work—registration and conservation. 

More than fifty trained registrars, sup- 
plied by the committee, worked dur- 
ing registration week in the First, 

| Third, Sixth, and Twentieth wards. 


A notable piece of conservation work 
was done last summer by the estabftsh- 
ment of a class in war time cooking at 
the Smyth school. This class is to be 
continued in connection with the school 
social center this winter.

HE. season of 1917-18 promises to be a trying one for the American 
artist. The safety of free institutions throughout the world is 
in jeopardy. Our nation, the home of millions who either them- 
selves came here or are the descendants of those who came here in 
order that they might enjoy the blessings of democracy, has come to a 


‘full realization that this is a war of autocracy against democracy. 


Democracy and autocracy cannot live together as neighbors in the 
brotherhood of nations. Democracy must not step backward—must 
not perish. Hence our country, the greatest of democracies, is forced 
into this world war. 


Already with noblest impulse, in the first half year, as a freédom- 
loving people, we have marshalled millions of the most vigorous of our 
manhood, making them ready for the conflict. 
to equip and sustain this army and that of our allies. Millions more 
have been sent to give aid to those helpless victims who have been 
pane and ruined, who are now wanderers—to whom the world is 

ank. 

This noble response to the call of the torn millions of Europe must 
make us beloved of all nations for all time. The civilization of the 
world must turn to us for a correct example of future conduct for their 
guidance in the hard years to come.: , 

We are giving so generously of our store that we ourselves find 
scarcity of food and necessities. It is written that “man does not live 
by bread alone.” Civilization demands other things than those which 
Sustain mere animal existence, It demands a lofty ideal to follow as its 

cloud by day and its pillar of fire by night.” 

_ _ This means that those among us who are holding aloft the beacon 
lights of our civilization must be sustained as well as he who follows 
the plow, delves in mine or toils in mill; or else the rest of us, lacking 
that light, shall be in darkness.

Art Encouragement Needed in War Time 


We have many men with minds filled with noblest conceptions of 
great beauty. They have spent years training themselves to express 
that beauty so that the rest of us not so gifted might be uplifted when 
we view their work. We are the only nation left on earth that has an 


_ art worth while that is,yet far enough removed from the shock of war 


not to feel its blight on its art. 

It must devolve upon us to keep alive an art so worthy as ours. 
Art cannot be fed from an empty spoon; you must buy an artist’s work 
or usually he cannot live and produce. 

In times like these, when we are all taught to practice economy, 
many say “Art is a luxury in which I must not indulge, now.” What 
pound foglishness and penny wisdom! These artists of ours are the 
leaders of the rest of us, so blinded to beauty which we would never 
see but for them. 

_Many of our painters are now “over there.” Many more are in 
training camps. Some of our most talented are unfit for military service 
and have families to support. They are very apt to be overlooked. It 
is-as truly patriotic to buy the pictures of our worthy native ‘artists 
now as it is to lend unstinted support to the great cause for which we 
wage this war. Both have the same end in view—giving life to a higher 
form of civilization. 

This may seem like quite a sermon from an art dealer, but those 
who know me know I am deadly in earnest. They know I have always 
stood for our own American artist and his work. They know I have 
always tried to conduct my business so fairly that none need fear to 


buy, even if they felt they lacked expert knowledge. 


Reason for Young Plan and Its History 


_ For a long time T have felt that there were so many who loved 
pictures, yet did not buy them because they did not know artists from 
whom they might purchase direct; and did not like to buy from art 
dealers because they felt that dealers take such very large profits. 

It seemed to me that if pictures could be offered in some way so 
that buyers could have ample chance to study them and make offers 
such as they were willing to pay and allow others to then make a higher 
offer, it would stimulate picture buying. A great many pictures are 
sold at public auction, but sometimes bidders are afraid that works 
offered in this way are secretly “bid in” for the seller unless they bring 
a price the seller desires. 

After months of thought and study I held my first sale of about 
one hundred pictures by the plan IT had worked out. The pictures all 
sold, but at such low prices that I lost several thousand dollars that I 
could ill afford to lose at that time. I noticed that the best pictures in 
the sale brought the fairest prices, and I concluded to.try again with a 
better lot of pictures. I lost a little money this time. 

I made improvements in the plan, studied better methods of advertising and 
offered much better pictures in my third sale and made a profit. The reagon is no 
secret. I offered fine paintings, stated a price for them in my catalog that was a fair 
market price; offered them at this price for the first week of my sale, but allowed 
customers to make bids as low as 5% of the — price or bids of some multiple of 
5% of the catalog price. The amount bid on a work was posted on the picture so all 
could see. This first bid stood until a higher bid was made and posted on the picture. 
These bids were recorded in a book with the name and address of all bidders. This 
book was open to any bidder so he could always know who had overbid him. 

After the first week of the sale, the price on each picture was reduced 5% daily. 
Since bids were made in multiples of 5% and the prices were reduced 5% daily, it is 
evident that eventually the price of each picture would be reduced until it met the 
amount that some one had bid, and on that day that picture was sold to the one who 
had made the highest bid. 

The fairness of this plan appealed both to picture buyers and a large number of 
artists who were looking for a fair market. 

I always buy for cash. Some artists have sufficient confidence in the appeal 
their pictures make to entrust them to these sales on 4 commission basis. 


Out-of-Town Patronage Developed 


It was during my third sale that patrons from a distance began to send me bids - 


by mail on pictures they had never seen. I was almott afraid to accept these bids, 
as I feared customers might be disappointed when they received the works on which 
they had successfully bid. But they were so well pleased that I made plans to care 
for this patronage, and in my last April sale over one-third of the pictures offered went 
to out-of-town patrons who made bids on pictures they never saw and paid for them 
before shipment. I offered to refund money to any who bought “sight unseen” if dis- 
satisfied. Only in one instance did I find a customer who expressed dissatisfaction. 
Immediately his check was returned, and in a few days while on a visit to Chicago he 
bought several paintings from the gallery. 

Many old friends of our galleries will read this who have already received a 
catalog of this sale. You will readily see that this is by far the most important col- 
lection we have ever offered. We know we will have your bids early and hope you 
will interest your friends in our sale. a? 

Some of my friends tell me that I am risking much in offering nearly thirt 
thousand dollars’ worth of pictures in this way in war times, But now at the approac 
of the holiday season I feel persuaded that a country such as ours, filled with picture- 
loving people, a country that oversubscribed the Liberty Loan by nearly two billions, 


who in her strength is meeting every fair call, will respond to this sale, in which I am 


offering such a large number of important pictures by some of our most prominent 
ists. . . : '

up by other matters, that it is very essential that an art dealer, to be successful, must 
offer nothing but the best, so [ am opening this sale with the fullest confidence and

The Chaldeans were a sturdy, agr!- | 


cultural race. The land in which they 
lived had great extremes of climate. 
The summers were dry and hot and 
the winters, especially in the rugged 
northern part, were cold. The rain- 
fall was scant and water had to be 
carefully hoarded in reservoirs. Much 
of the land was dependent upon the 
floods of the Tigris and Huphrates riv- 
ers for irrigation, and a drought was 
sure to result in famine and suffering. 
Therefore the kings appointed astrol- 
ogers to scrutinize the sky to fortell 
not the places of the moon and plan- 
ets but the weather.

In order to carry on their work 


| properly these observers had to deter- 


mine the sun's path, the length of 
the seasons, and the accurate direc- 
tions. In the ruins of the old cities 
there are entire libraries composed 
of almanacs and records of the sea- 
sons. They discovered among other 
things that the sun's heat is variable 
from year to year, so that every eleven 
years the crops would be unusually 
good, while five or six years later they 
would be poor. It has since been

THE WAR AND AFTER. 

Comprehensive perception of the war reveals it 
as a preliminary to the accomplishment of a pur- 
pose rather than as the accomplishment. There is 
an opinion prevailing among intellectuals that man- 
kind is now endeavoring to reach a safer basis of 
' {International relations and that it can do so only 
Dy overthrowing a malignant caste established in 
central Europe. a ) 

With this caste disposed of and the peoples dom- 
inated by it released, the world then would be ready 
to accept an agreement for the maintenance of 
order, the preservation of peace, and the protection 
wf all peoples in their orderly lives. 

This opinion regards the war as a consequential 
part of a malevolent and destructive phenomenon 
arising in Prussia. This phenomenon, we are to 
assume, revealed itself contrary to the general 
trend of the world and was powerful enough to 
Gisrupt the world. 

When the malignant forces released by the phe- 
nomenon of Prussian militarism have heen re- 


‘people and the other people of the central alliance, 


and pusher types of airplanes, and ‘between four

Young Hay comes from Newark, N. J. He passed 
the physical examination without a bump, but was 
surprised at the questions propounded at the men- 
tal examination. The aviation corps advertises for 
“men of daring, men of ability, men with clear 
heads, men with keen eyes,” between the ages of 
19 and 80, “preferably under 25,” who “must be 
able to pass a stringent examination covering eyes, 
ears, heart, lungs, and sense of balance,” and who 
possess a college education or its equivalent. 
What constitutes the equivalent of a college educa- 
tion? Minute technical knowledge? Acquaintance- 
ship with internal combustion, dihedrals, gener- 
ators, magnetos, tractors, pushers, four cycle mo- 
tors, and two cycle motors? Young Hay is not 
furious. He has sat down in Newark, N. J. to ao 
quire “the equivalent of a college education.” 
Meanwhile he warns noncollegians what they are 
up against if they try for the aviation corps. 

We think Mr. Hay would pursue his studies to 
better advantage inside the aviation corps than 
outside it. We regret that he was not accepted. 
While the warning he has given out may tempo 
rarily discourage noncollegians, we believe that it 
will serve @ useful purpose by enabling the officers 
iu charge of examinations to see that the object 
to be sought is not the exclusion of good men, but 
their acceptance. The sooner they are accepted 
and given an opportunity to acquire technical eru- 
dition under official instructors, the. better for the 
men, the better for the service, and the better for 


America.

If these ideas are to prevail in the United States, 
then this war may be regarded as the end of an 
endeavor. It is not necessary to look beyond it. 
Tt is not necessary to prepare for the future. The 
war is not a preliminary. Its experiences have no 
yalue as guides for the future. It is complete in 
itself. Its mistakes are its own and have no re- 
lation to other enterprises in which the United 
States will be involved later. It teaches, then, no 
lessons of more than immediate significance. It 
indicates no need to be met in domestic legislation 
or administration. 

Against this theory and against this estimate of. 
prospects we insist that they make a national. 
policy of a speculation having no support in human | 
experience. They insist that an idealized prospect 
shall be accepted as a dependable prospect, and that 
this prospect shall be the controlling factor in the 
guidance of the nation. 


We insist that no such procedure is safe and 
that a nation cannot trust its future to the hope 
. that events which it cannot control will agree with 
ideas of what they ought to be. | 

The only thing that the United States has firmly 
within its own control is the development and 
maintenance of its own strength. If it does develop 
and maintain its strength it is safe, dignified, and 
prosperous and there can be no question about it. 

For the purpose of this rational theory, which 
has all the support of human experience, the war 
can be regarded only as a preliminary. We assume, 
that national impulses, however chastened dice 
nay be by the war, will remain what they have 
been. 

The forms of national expression, however modi- 
fied they may be temporarily by the war, will be 
found again after national recovery. People, in- 
dividually and collectively, will be thinking, acting, 
hoping, emotionalizing, working, and dreaming 
about the same fifty years from now as they were 
fifty years ago. 

The changes in the essentials of thought, action, 
and emotion will be imperceptible. The changes 
in individual and national expression will be im- 
perceptible. Fifty years from now a world just 
such as this one will be guided and controlled by 
the same general ideas. 

If that be accepted as the rational prospect, then 
every lesson taught by American experience in this 
war should be cherished as a dearly purchased 
warning of what to avoid. If our lack of military 
strength has brought terrible suffering to this gen- 
eration, the lack of military strength will bring 
terrible suffering to another generation. 

If we could not control, by our peaceable intent, 
the attitude of Germany towards us ip this gen- 
eration, another generation will be unable to con- 
trol, by its peaceful intent, the attitude of another 
powerful nation towards it. 

If the war results, for the United States, merely 
in the overthrow of one military power and in the 
temporary relief of a nonmilitary nation from such 
dangers, it will have had no permanent result 
worthy of the sacrifices made. 


It is wholly within the power of the United 
States to make its sacrifices effective. The Ameri- 
can people do not have to depend upon any prob- 
able event or alien influence. If the war in giving 
them victory also gives them an adequate army 
and navy they have won for the future. 


| Public opinion developing along this rational line, 
insisting that the reasonable prospects of the 
United States determine the action of the United 
States, will obtain from congress the legislation 
needed to make the war a wholly successful pre- 
liminary to the complete establishment of the 
United States in security and honor. 

Without this legislation the war will prove a pre- 
liminary which had no substantial result. This 
is the given opportunity and congress will have the 
power. eee Meee 
If the opportunity be wasted now We are certain 
that it will not offer itself effectively for many 
years. That is the reason for insistence now upon 
the comprehensive perception of: the, war, for in- 
aistence upon a correction of public opinion and 
for insistence upon congressional action which 
will give, among other things, universal service.

We welcome the French invasion of America. 
Indeed, we find it in our hearts to hope that after 
the war the French people will consent to court us 
by exchanging children. It is a charming French 
custom. A French family sends a child abroad and 
takes a child from a foreign family in exchange. 
Language study is one object. Another is interna- 
tional friendship.4 The French child, we hope, 
would return to France with a real love for Amer- 
ica. The American child would return to America 
with a real love for France. One of the most illu- 
minative comments on the war is contained in the 
figures representing the exchange of children be 
tween France and Germany. During the year 1913 
France sent more children to Germany than ever 
before. 

The French invasion of America has a con- 
fessedly commercial aim. So be it. An American 
invasion of France should be our answer. Military 
activities will do much. They should be backed up 
with an intellectual campaign definitely designed 
to foster trade. After the war commercial and 
industrial France will have to be modernized. 
Strangely old fashioned it has been. We tatk of 
the “clever ” French, and in technical matters they 
are cleverness personified, but {n practical matters 
they are anywhere from ten to twenty years behind 
the times. They will need American devices, Amer- 
ican system, American facilities. They will need 
them wholesale. The sooner Columbia gets on the 
right side of Marianne the more money there will 
be in Columbia’s pocket.

RAILWAYS AND THE GOVERNMENT.

The prompt dential of official responsibility for the 
startling statement. from Washington that the goOv- 
ernment contemplates acquiring the railways is 
gratifying. There is one great obstable to govern- 
ment ownership of railways at this time which is 
apparent to everybody. The nation’s war debt will 
soon reach staggering proportions without assum- 
ing the value of the railways as a government lia- 
bility. But there is nothing in the situation to ne- 
cessitate such a change even if it were financially 
feasible. The service rendered by the railways under 
central management has been remarkably efficient. 


The country would be happy if it knew that all 
the regular governmental functions in connection 
with the war were being as well performed. The 
showing of increased railway business with only a 
slight increase in equipment is a striking Mlustration 
of the value of pooling under governmental regula- 
tion. It is hoped that the demonstration will result 
in the railways, regulated as to service, equipment, 
rates, and capitalization by the government, being 
exempted from the Sherman act, designed to curb 
unregulated private enterprises, 

The only distressing feature of the present ar- 
rangement is the fact that the cost of operation is 
mounting faster than gross earnings. The govern- 
ment has recognized higher costs in everything ex- 
cept transportation. It has let general contracts 
based on costs indefensible except for unsettled 
prices. But it holds the railways to fixed rates based 


In England the railways keep no track of govern- 
ment business, but the government pays them 
enough to make their net earnings equal what they 
were before the war. The roads are run under cen- 
tral management, much as they are here.’ The relief

King Constantine, is still 
in receipt of a pension 
from France and Great 
Britain. 

When William of Den- 
mark was elected ruler 
of Greece as King George in 1863 the protecting 
powers, namely, Great Britain, France, and Russia, 
all alike interested in his welfare and in that of 
Greece, to whose independence they had so largely 
contributed, each undertook to furnish him with a 
sum of $20,000 a year in order to supplement his 
civil list. He likewise obtained from them an undertak- 
ing that in the event of his dethronement they 
would jointly pay him an annuity of $100,000 a year 
for the remainder of his life. At that time he was 
@ younger -son of perhaps the poorest monarch of 
Europe, namely, Christian DX. of Denmark. 

The protecting powers, namely, France, Great Brit- 
ain, and Russia, were under no obligation to con- 
tinue to King Constantine the arrangement which 
they had made in 1863 with his father and which 
had lapsed with the latter’s assassination. But 
largely through the influence of ex-Emperor Nicho- 
las in Paris and in London the three governments 
consented to continue the allowance. 

Of course the latter came to an end as far as 
Russia was concerned with the overthrow of ex-Czar 
Nicholas, and there has been no disposition to renew 
{it by the provisional governments at Petrograd, 
which have in turn publicly expressed their pro- 
nounced disapproval of the intervention of the en- 


‘tente powers in Greece and the elevation to the 


throne of young King Alexander. They were of the 
opinion that the dynasty should not have been al- 
lowed to remain and that Greece should have be- 
come a republic. 

Great Britain and France, however, although Con- 
stantine was in a state of virtual war against them, 
went on paying his annuity until his abdication, 
and in spite of the fact that they were under no 
obligation to do so, yet they both agreed to pay him 
during his good behavior the annuity of $100,000 a 
year that they had promised to give the late King 
Georges, their most loyal friend, in the event of the 
loss of his crown. The taxpayers of England and 
France are therefore now being mulcted to the tune 
of $50,000 a year from each country for the miain- 
tenance of ex-King Constantine.

Constant ‘communication, however, is maintained 
hetween the'royal Greek couple in Switzerland and 
the kaiser through King 
Constantine’s principal 
secretary, confidant, and 
former minister of state, 
George von Streit, who 
makes weekly trips to 
Berlin. As indicated by 
his name, which is the 
German word for } 
“ strife,” he is a hyphen- 
ated Greek; that is to 
aay, he is a member of 
an old family of the 
kingdom of Saxony, and 
his grandfather was an 
officér of the Saxon army 
who volunteered for serv- 
ice in the Greek army witen the Ravartan Prince 
Otho was elected king of the Hellenes.

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His father, Stephen von Streit, was one of the 
most eminent professors of the University of Athens, 
occupying the chair of political economy, which he 
resigned in order to become governor of the Nation- 
al Bank of Greece, and then minister of finance, 
while in 1897 he acted as the plenopotentiary of his 
government in the negotiations with the great pow- 
ers for the settlement of Greece’s national debt. 


George von Streit, his son, is now about 60 years 
of age, was born at Patras, but was educated en- 
tirely in Germany, being a fellow student of ex-King 
Constantine at the German University of Heldel- 
berg. On his return to Greece he was elected to his 
father’s chair of professor of political economy at 
the University of Athens, ‘and was for several years 
the chief counsel of the Greek department of foreign 
affairs. He will be remembered by Americans pres- 
ent at the last peace congress of The Hague as, 
the second delegate of the Hellenic government. He 
ig married to a daughter of the late Karatheodory 
Pasha, who was for many years Turkish governor 
general and Prince of Samos, and afterward Oftto- 
man ambassador in London. 

George von Streit was for a time Greek envoy at 
Vienna, and after the first Balkan war accompanied 
Venizelos to London In order to attend the confer- 
ence of the great powers for the settlement of the 
southeastern question. Subsequently he became 
minister of foreign affairs in the Venizelos 
cabinet, but resigned after the English, at the out- 
set of their naval attempt to force the Dardanelles, 
in the early spring of 1915, had occupied the AUgean 
islands of Tenedos and Imbros,

“To the long Mst of British peers who have lost 
their only sons in the present war must now be 
added the name of Lord Buxton, the governor gen- 
eral of South Africa. Foy his only boy, young Denis 
Buxton, fell at the front in France on the 9th of 
October last, as a second lieutenant of the Cold- 
stream guards, to which regiment he was gazetted 
a@ year ago. He would have attained his twentieth 
birthday today. 

Lord Buxton was formerly president of the gov- 
ernment board of trade, which is the official title of 
the minister of commerce in England. He was also 
postmaster general, and was raised to the peerage 
as a viscount on being appointed governor general 
of South Africa. 

The Buxtons are an Essex family, the members of 
which have played an important role during the last 

800 years, notably the 
first baronet of the line, 
Sir Thomas Fowell Bux- 
ton, who was one of the 
leaders of the slavery 
abolition movement in 
England, and also the 
prison reform agitation, 
in conjunction with his 
sister-in-law, Elizabeth 
Fry, an agitation which 
spread all over Purope 
and America, and which 
brought about & wonder- 
ful improvement in the 
treatment of both prison- 
ers and luratics. 

‘The present head of the family, Sir Thomas Powell 
Buxton, fourth baronet of his line, has for a number 
of years past been the very active president of the 
British and Foreign Anti-Slavery society. 

The Buxtons derive their great wealth from. bank- 
ing, and eepectally from brewing, being identified 
with the great firms of Truman, Hanbury, Buxton & 
Co., and also with that of Barclays, Ltd, . They are

N a war there is physical examina- 
tion of some millions of young men 
taken as they come. Such examina- 
tion discloses that a large percent- 
age are physically unsound; that ft 


would be a waste of money to try to 
make them into soldiers. Wither they 


would break down under training or 
they would wear out or go to pieces in 
war or they would clutter the pension 


rolls after the war was over. 


With every war tmpetus is given mifl- 
ftary training in schools. Teachers say 
that from the standpoint of education of 
mind such training is wasteful. The 
United States bureau of education says 
that foreign educators regard military 
training in schools “as an anomaly in 
the school system justified only by the 
exigencies of the national defense.” They 
do not regard “military instruction as 


@ successful substitute for the well estab- 


lished systems of physical training and 
character building.” 

One writer is quoted as saying military 
training may present, as regards hy- 
giene, serious inconveniences; it implies 
rigid discipline, which is condemned by 
true pedagogy. Outside of that it pro- 
@uces results that are only partial, Itm- 
ited and special. 

Further proof of the opinion is fur- 
nished by the circumstances under which 
military instruction in schools has been 
instituted by legislative require-sent. In 
France the movement was started just 
after and as a result of the Franco- 
Prussian war. In Germany {ft began 
about one hundred years ago as a result 


| of the Napoleonic wars.

In Switzerland the school military 
training called preparatory gymnastics 
is a part of, and thoroughly correlated 
with, the military service. Under the 
head of military organization of the 
Swies republic there is provision for 
courses of calisthenics for young men 
during their school courses. 

As the next step there ts provision for 
encouragement through grants of sub- 
sidies and furnishing of instructors of 
“all associations and efforts toward the 
bodily development of the young men 
from the time of their leaving school 
until {incorporated in~ the army.” A 
physical examination is given at the 
time of enlistment. 

The course in preparatory gymnastics 
requires a minimum of two hours a 
week itn every school year. The course 
given to boys 7 to & consists In exer- 
cises to develop the leg. arma, and trunk 
muscles and to train them to work to- 
gether under contro! of the brain to 
keep the jotnts limber: also breathing 
exercises. That to bovs & to 9 becins 
to assume more drill features. 

From that time on to the end of the 


‘seventh vear [13 to 14 years of age] 


there is a progressive increase tn the 
proportion of the drills and other dts 
tinctly military ercises, The orran- 
fzations formed ll in the gap between 
the school ag 14 years] and the mil- 
itary age are“a@alled cadet corps.

In Sweden the work in gymnastics ts 
supplemented by military drill. Military 
Grill is compulsory tn all public second- 
ary schools. These correspond about 
to our high schools. The. boys devote 
sixty hours a year to ft. The plan is to 
devote four hours a day for the first 
fifteen days of each school year to this 
work. During the iast ten years more 
of this time has been given to rifle tar- 
get practice than to the ordinary mili- 
tary drills. The instructors are the gym- 
rasium teachers. | 

In Norway military training is not 
compulsory in the publie schools, but it 
is encouraged by governmental granta. 
In Engiand military trdining {ts not re- 
quired in the public schools, but a large 
number of English youths belong to the 
cadet corps, which have been running 
since 1860. . 

“It was observed that a surprisingly 
large number of young men enlisted in 
Kitchener's army had previous military 
drill in cadet corps, which proved of 
great advantage in their hurried prep- 
aration for active service.” The cadet 
corps are supplemented by boys’ bri- 
gades and by boy scouts. The object of 
the boys’ brigade is to develop Chris- 
tian manliness by means of physical 
training and discipline. The brigades 
exercise in military movements and gym- 
nastics and participate in summer camps. 

The boy scout movement originated tn 
1908. The bureau of education report 
says of the boy scout movement: “ The 
character and mind developed in the 


_ boys by the scout system are those high- 
| ly valued in military service and indis- 


pensable in at least one branch of that 
service—namely, scouting and patrol- 
ling.”

In Australia the following military 
service is compulsory. Junior cadets, 12 
to 14 years of age. Sentor cadets, 14 
to 18 years of age. Citizen force, 18 to 
26 years of age. The junior cadet has 
His 
training consists of fifteen minutes each 
day given to gymnastic work and ele- 
mentary drill. The special aim of this 
training is to develop physique. 

The boys run, jump, swim, and go 
through some gymnastic exercises. They 
learn first aid, manners, compass work, 
and elementary signaling. The senior 
cadet service consists of forty drills each 
year for four years. Four of these drills 
are four hour drills, twelve are two 
hour drills, and the remainder are night 
drills of not less than one hour each. 

Every boy in Australia must register 
within two months after his fourteenth 
birthday. There is a good deal of military 
drill in the exercises of the senior cadets. 
Discipline is strongly inculcated. The 
reports are that this system has tm- 
proved the average physique. The po- 
lee report that the behavior of the 
youths is vastly improved. “There is 
increased self-respect, diminution of ju- 
venile _ Smoking, and generally a 
tendency toward a sense of rasponsibil- 
ity and a desire to become a good cit- 
izen. 

In New Zealand thé system is about 
the same as that in Australia, except 
that the work does not begin until the 
boy is 14. Employers remark upon the 
improvement of the cadets in their gen- 
eral conduct, physique, and sense of 
civil obligation. . 

In Canada military training in schools 
is not obligatory. In the niajority of 
the provinces physical training is pre- 
scribed In all primary schools. Some 
military drill is frequently embodied in 
this physical trainine .

In the rural dis- 
tricts it is generally assumed that the 
student gets all the exercise he needs 
doing the chores at home, getting to and 
from school, and in the individualistic 
play of the playground and play places 
not attached to the school.

In the cities and larger towns there 
are more or less well developed courses 
in gymnastics as well as the provisions 
for play in the gymnasia and play- 
grounds. As a result of this war there 
is a moderate development of military 
drill in the common schools. There is 
provision for military training in cer 
tain universities and colleges subsidized 
by the federal government. 

The universities and colleges divide 
their athletics into major and minor. 
They provide for football, baseball, track 
and gymnasium teams which come un- 
der the heading major athletics. In some 
of them the regulations require that each 
pupil shall have a physica! examination, 
shall Keep in good health, shall learn 
something about personal hygiene, and 
shall engage in some one of the exercises 
classed as minor athletics.

He says: .“ Our law in 
Illinois permits us to do anything a 
medical doctor may do but administer 
internal medication for curative pur- 
poses,” 

Would the osteopaths themselves claim 
the fight to ‘administer drugs for 
any other purpose? Do the drug- 
less healers employ chloroform and 
ether for anesthetic purposes, and, if so, 
by what authority of law? How would 
an osteopath treat a case of diphtheria 
without antitoxin or iritis without atro- 
pine or some analogous drug?

For want of other employment, in sheer fun France drew 
her sword and jabbed it threateningly toward Germany. 

Instantly a surprising change, but a marked one, passed 
over the face of every German present, a look of alarm, 
of wounded love. Great Britain, the United States, and 
equally France looked on {In amazement. Then {in the 
French way, France laughed off the embarrassing con- 
straint of the moment. But it was so significant that none 
present was likely ever to forget it. Now in a circle of 
friends what had really caused that unexpected change of 
expression on all the German faces?

NHE Maine was sunk. As I was still !n provincial 
Gittingen, I was not well informed as to what was 
going on at home, and had not had an inkling that 

war with Spain impended. I had now decided to continue 
my work in the friendlier and richer atmosphere of Berlin. 
On the eve of my departure, in compliment to me, my 
private teacher, now a doctor of philosophy, was invited 
to dinner. Now, throughout nearly three years of friend- 
ship, this man had always been to me the very soul of 


courtesy and, if my country had ever been mentioned at | 


all, it was done in some pleasant way. 

The subject of the Maine came up. In view of what 
had gone before, all the greater was my amazement when 
with an ugly scowl my teacher friend declared that the 
United States needed a good thrashing and that Germany 
was well able to administer the thrashing. I laughed it 
off none too pleasantly, but could not imagine what had 
caused this outbreak of boorishness in a man who prided 
himself on his correct manners. 

The war with Spain came on. The University of Berlin 
was manifestly stirred. The professors referred to the 
situation in their lectures, students all over the university 
premises conferred in low tones with their heads together, 
and those within earshot heard over and over again the 
word die Vereinigten’ Staaten, the United States. The 
newspapers were full of war news, most of which was 
very, very “yellow.” The editors of even the best papers 
were not too dignified to print abusive articles about 


American women, articles unprintable in any decent Eng- 


lish or American newspaper, and even the American baby 
was assailed as if it had been some rare kind of monster. 
All because the United States had gone to war with—not 
Germany—but Spain. That was a moment when the veil 
dropped from the face of the present day German and he 
stood revealed for what he truly was, a being which the 
casual visitor seldom glimpsed. “Deutschland iiber 
Alles.” Why had the United States ever been allowed to 
grow to full size! 

For many years Bernhardiism has been taught in the 
lower schools for boys and often without dreaming of its 
full significance have I heard it spouted forth by boys. 
And my landlady in Berlin, who could not distinguish 
between the values of one-half and three-fourths, still 
secretly exulted that the German army was always ready 
for.an instant attack and that ft could thrash anything 
on earth. Let no one deceive himself that Prussian mili- 
tarism is confined to the military class; at least, the Prus- 
sian population is penetrated through and through with it. 

That, combined with the German slowness in grasping 
new ideas and the stubborn holding to those already 
acquired, is what makes it so hard a task for the social 
democrats to prepare Germany for the right kind of a 
peace. Considering these things, {t really looks as if 
Germany will have to be whipped out of her evil think- 
ing and doing. And it can be done, or at least Germany 
can be reduced to a harmless condition.

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HE eminent Dr. Brander Matthews makes an eloquent plea in a current 
learned review for ladies for a ban upon the uses of foreign words and 
phrases in English discourse, at least until they become wholly natural- 

ized and “conform to our linguistic customs ”—that is, until they are pro 
nounced according to American principles and are spelled and make their 
plurals in the American manner. Before that, he says, their use is no more 
than “ intellectual snobbery,” and the caitiff who is guilty of it should be con- 
demned to the hulks. 


Alas, for the good doctor, the fates are against him, and not only the fates, 
but also the inner logic of philology. Grimm's law, or some procéss like it, 
will do the job he pleads for in good time, but before it can get into action 
there must be snobs to bring in the raw materials. I remember when 
“ garage” was still laughed at as affected, and yet we needed it and had to 
have it, and in fifteen years the great American people have duly swallowed 
it, and digested it into “ gar-rage,” rhyming with “ carriage.” : 

So with “chassis,” “ chauffeur,” “limousine.” These are necessary words, 
and they have been completely assimilated, but unless there had been brave 
snobs to introduce them we would have gone without them. The process of 
assimilation, of course, is not instantaneous, and though it is quicker here than 
in England, there always remains a twilight period during which the common 
people try to naturalize the newcomer by major force, and the more delicate 
of ear and taste try to keep it in its original form. 

* 


HIS is what is now happening in the case of “ chauffeur,” “ répertoire,” 
“debut,” “concessionaire,” “nuance,” “cloture,” and other French 
words specifically mentioned by Dr. Matthews. They are coming in, but 

meanwhile they are still obviously French, and so it grieves the judicious to 
hear ‘them pronounced “shoffer,” “repertory” and “debut” (rhyming with 
“nut”™), and even to see them spelled without their proper accents. 

Thus the painful business of appropriation goes on, and some of the fm- 
portations resist Americanization very rigorously. Consider, for example, 
“café.” A good many policemen and car conductors, I find, pronounce it 
“kaif,” and some call it “ kaffy,” but though the former pronunciation is quite 
as good as our pronunciation of “ trait” (which the English still pronounce as 
a French word), there is nevertheless something uncouth and ludicrous about 
it, and I dare say Dr. Matthews would whale any Columbia sophomore who 
presumed to use it in morning prayers. 


So with “rathskeller,” “employé,” “nuance,” and their Ifke. They are 
horning in, like “ boss,” “ prairie,” and “stam ”" before them, but it still 
| grates the midriff to hear them pronounced “ ratskiller,” “employ-ee” (with 
accent on “ee”), “ noonse,” and so on. As it is, American is much more prompt 
than English to take in a foreign novelty, and much less self-conscious in using 
it. The English still regard “menu” as a French word and pronounce it 
accordingly: in American it was long ago naturalized as “ mee-noo,” with the 
accent on the first syllable. No American would think of sounding thé Italian 
“z” sound in “ piazza,” but an educated Englishman does. In the same way 
we have transformed “cello” into “shello,” the German “wurst” into 
“worst,” and the “schw” in “schweizer” into the simpler “ sw.” 

At a concert of the Boston Symphony orchestra I once heard a New 
Yorker—a tall, thin man in a blue serge suit, called Fred by his wife—pro- 
nounce “scherzo” as if it were spelled “shirtso.” Here is a tit-bit for Dr. 
Matthews. : " 

Now and then, but only rarely, the English beat us in naturalizing new 
words. An example is afforded by the French “cléture.” The editors of the 
“ Congressional Record” are very careful to spell it in the French menner, 
though they leave off the accent over the “o.” But in England it was An- 
glicized to “ closure" many years ago, and it appears in that form in Hansard, 
in the London Times, and in English books. 
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HE Bolsheviki—Russian for “the majority ”"—are led 
by a rattle headed pro-German, half dupe, half rogue. 

' Among his followers you will find I. W. W.’s, the same 
who paraded American towns with banners marked, “ No 
God, no country.” They were internationalists here. They 
are internationalists there.

Dismiss the 
whole movement as grotesque, misguided, blind—the work 
of scamps and fools? 

Hervé was no fool. Ibsen was no fooL Tennyson was 
no fool. Dr. Samuel Johnson was no fool. If international- 
ism appeals to demireps, illiterates, and nameless cur- 
mudgeons, it has gained a degree of respectability from 
utterances let drop by several fairly illustrious writers. 
Dr. Johnson called patriotism “the last refuge of a scoun- 
drel.” Tennyson wanted “the parliament of man, the fed- 
eration of the worl” Ibsen, in a notebook published 
after his death, spoke of patriotism as “marking but a 
transitory stage in humanity’s progress.” 

The prophets of an enlightened internationalism and 
even the social engineers, if you can call them that, who 
have worked toward the realization of an enlightened 
internationalism, have sometimes been people of impor- 
tance. Take, for instance, M. Jean Finot, who edits La 
Revue. He not only ridiculed the separatism of nations, 
he went the whole goat, so to speak, and ridiculed the 
separatism of races. To him there were no races, there 
was humanity. By way of demonstrating the absurdity 
of racial antagonism, he assembled in Paris a “ congress 
of races.” Whites, blacks, yellows, and browns repealed 
ethnology and united in universal brotherhood. 

Or take the promoters of aeronautics in Europe. They 
were charming fellows socially and men of distinguished 
talents. They boasted that by mastering the air they 
would abolish frontiers. Still again, take the dreamers 
who strove for a universal language. Savants and accom- 
plished literary men hoped to break down international 
barriers by encouraging the spread of Volapuk or Esperan- 
to or, more recently, Ro. Finally there were the practical 
idealists who managed the exchange of children. Little 
Marcel would spend a year with the Haumsteins at Bonn. 
Little Heinrich Haumstein would spend that year with 
Marcel’s parents at Bordeaux. Marcel would return to 
France in love with Germany. Heinrich would return to 
Germany in love with France.

its own spirit much more rapidly. It often happens, indeed, that Amer- 
ican adopts a newcomer, gives it opsonic treatment, and then exports it to 
England. 

A good example is afforded by “toboggan.” We got it from the French 
Canadians, who had derived it from the Indian word “adabagan,” and after 
revising it and mellowing it we gave it to the English. Other such exported loan 
words are “canoe,” “tapioca,” and “Yankee.” “ Yankee” still puzzles the 
philologists, and many a bale of whiskers has been pulled out in debating it. 
One school holds that it originated in the Indians’ attempt to pronounce the 
French word “ Anglais.” Another argues that it is an Indian mispronunciation 
of “ English.” 

A third maintains that {it is from the Dutch. A fourth sees its grand- 
father in the old Scotch word “ yankie,” meaning a lie. But, whatever the 
truth, the fact remains that the primeval Yankees applied it to themselves 
long before the English began to use it as a term of derision. 

In later colonial times it supplied a very real need, for the discontented 
colonists were becoming disinclined to call themselves Englishmen, and there 
was yet no general use of American. “ Yankee” met with opposition at the 
start and was denounced as vulgar. 

Many leading men of the colonies, including George Washington, preferred 
to continue with Englishmen, but the word made its way nevertheless, and b~ 
the time of the revolution it was in almost universal use. It remained e- 
spectable until the civil war, when the southerners turned it to opprob.ious 
uses. Today there is a sneer in It, especially in England. 

Many of our common American words have rather surprising etymologies. 
“ Squash,” for example, is from the Indian word “isquontersquash.” At the 
start it appeared in many forms—among them “askutasquash,” “ isquonker- 
squash,” and “ squantersquash "—but the American linguistic steam roller was 
early in operation, and soon it lost al? its harsher syllables and began to ap- 
pear in its shortened modern form. William Penn used it in that form so 
early as 1683. It has never gone over into English. The English know no 
more of squashes than they know of hominy or succotash. 

Another curious Americanism is the word “ pickaninny,” which is seldom

By a contrary error, “tamale” was once credited to the Spanish. It is 
actually a Mexican word, as the learned know who have sweated through such 
works as Senor Toro y Gisbert’s “ Americanismos.” In the same way “ gum- 
bo,” “juba,” and “ hoodoo” were once considered borrowings from the Span- 
jards, but it is now known that they are all African words, brought in by the 
slaves. 

More different varieties of immigrants come to the United States than to 
any other country in the world, and nearly all of them make contributions to 
the national language. American is very much richer in such loan words 
than English. 

We began to borrow words from the German when the first immigrants 
from the Palatinate reached Pennsylvania in 1692, and some of those words— 
for example, “ sauerkraut” and “ noodle "—are in universal use among us to. 
this day. 

The heavy German immigration of the ‘40s and '50s greatly reinforced the 
stock. Some of its contributions, used without the slightest sense of foreign- 
ness by all Americans, are “ pretzel,” “ pumpernickel,” “bock beer,” “ frank- 
furter,” “ rathskeller, “ katzenjammer,” “ deli@atessen,” and “ kindergarten.” Of 
these words only the last has got into the English of England.

We are not a race of linguists, but this endless pouring in of strangers fills | 


_ with foreigners, while every American college had its Euro- . 
pean, not to say its Asiatic, contingent. 


International marriages became more frequent; here 
they involved the very rich or the poor; in Europe 
they involved the middle class—like as not the wife of a 
merchant in the Rue Vaugirard is English, or Swiss, or 
Italian. There was an additional internationalizing influ- 
ence in international scientific congresses, international 
athletic meets, international trade powwows, international 
religious conferences, international expositions, and the 
campaign for international arbitration. Meanwhile impe- 
rialism was snuffing out small nations. 


But behold the tremendous development of nationalism 
that accompanied the development of internationalism! 
Politically it produced the Sinn Fein in Ireland, the nation- 
alist parties in India and Egypt. Its social and artistic 
expressions marked a revival of the national spirit not 
only in squelched nations but in mere provinces. If Ire- 
land had its Yeats, Provence had its Mistral. Biittany 
revived the Briton drama. Tiny peoples gloried anew in 
their distinctive dialects, their distinctive dress, their dis- 
tinctive customs, their distinctive arts. In America the 
recrudescence of Germanism was fostered by the German 
imperial government; purely instinctive, however, was the 
impulse that made Boston Celts demand the teaching of 
Gaelic in the Boston public schools and made Jewish busi- 
ness men in Broadway dream of reassembling Israel! in 
Palestine. 

It was evident, moreover, that forces tending Aoward 
internationalism tended here and there to undo their own 
work. While travel favored internationalism theoretically, 
it often defeated internationalism practically. An occa- 
sional American came home from England an Anglo- 
maniac; thousands came home from England laughing at 
the English. Every American who had visited Italy adored 
Italian scenffy, Italian art, Italian architecture, but re- 
served the right to call Italy “the land of the flea and the 
home of the knave.” ; 

Foreigners in Paris made straight for Montmartre, and 
judged French character by the Moulin Rouge. And there 
was a steady market for the literature of ridicule and de- 
preciation—"“ Innocents Abroad,” for example, and “ John 
Bull's Island.” Plays lampooning foreign types excited 
limitless mirth, and it mattered little that the types lam- 
pooned had usually passed out of existence long before.

OW a single joke will offset twenty international don- 
gresses, and it will not accomplish much to reply 
that the tiggest joke ever foisted upon mankind is

Internationalists worthy 
the name or mere international slackers? 

Hervé renounced internationalism the instant Germany 
attacked France. The same Socialists who had boasted 
that they would forestall a war by a general strike, mili- 
tary as well as industrial, throughout Europe, rushed to 
the colors. Inference: Either they had never been inter- 
nationalists at heart or they lacked the spunk to stand by 
internationalism. It is fair to assume that their courage 
failed. Shadows of men, they let themselves be whipped 
into the very war they had sworn to prevent. . 

Paris, until August, 1914, was overrun with American 
expatriates. The majority had not become French. Who 
were they? What? As a rule they were all around slack- 
ers. They had tired of work at home. They had tired of 
responsibility. They were without strong affections. They 
never sighed for the land of their birth or for their friends 


there. Paris was to them a kind of Nirvana. They did not | 


learn French. They had no interest in the French people. 
They had severed home ties, cheerfully, willingly, and 
formed no ties abroad. When the war broke out the ma- 
jority packed up and cut for America, not joyfully, not 
with any thankfulness that necessity had forced their 
weak will to risk a-reunion with friends and kin, but 
groaning because again they must face hormal, responsi- 
ble, human relationships.

OOKED at closely, the man without patriotism is a 
defective, The citizen of the universe is a citizen of 
nowhere.

Nothing could be more logical—taken in its theoretiéa! 
expression—than internationalism. No nations, no wars, 
Peace on earth. Progress, sanity, ubiquitous sweetness 
and light. Nothing could be more ridiculous, more atro. 
cious, than patriotism carried to its logical conclusion. 


But every meritorious thing on earth becomes vicious ~ 


when weirdly exaggerated, and, while nations are danger- 
ous undeniably, nations happen. They happen not be- 
cause it is rational that they should but because the human 
heart is so constituted that they cannot help happening. 
Logically a man may prefer another country to his own. 
Logically a man may assert that all the world is his coun 
try. Logically a man muy find nothing touching in the 
strains of “ Home—home—sweet, sweet home!’ Logically 
he may discover nothing tender in his recollections of the 
farm where he spent his childhood, the familiar roads, the 
old swimming hole, the scenes of boyish pranks, boyish 
struggles, boyish heartbreaks. Logically he may argue 
that a love for humanity in bulk is a finer, nobler thing 
than a love for humanity in detail. Logically he may tell 
you you should have the same affection for other babes as 
for the cherub on your knee. So you ought—in theory. 
In practice, when the practice Mvvlves real people, the 
feeling for home and kin infinitely outglows the feeling for

the state highway commission, which 
employed trained investigators for the 
purpose. Six investigators spent two 
weeks making a careful study of 675 
selected cases of serious accidents and 
compiled a report, which has just been 
issued. As a result, the commission 
makes the following statements: 
“The public has many erroneous 
ideas as to what causes automobile ac- 
cidents. . The impression gets 
abroad that most of the accidents are 
caused by reckless or drunken oper. 
ators running at excessive speeds and 
that many operators are never caught. 
These impressions are not correct, in 
fact, In any large proporition of the ao 


operators were believed to be intoxi- 
cated in forty-two instances only, or 
in Just about 6 per cent. 

“Women are unusually ocareful 
operators, being involved in only 4 per 
cent of all the accidents, although 
they constitute about 8 per cent of the 
licensed operators. They were held
